EDITORIAL COMMENT 
OUR FRONTISPIECE 


It is interesting to note the early choice 
of a business or profession made by those 
who later have become our foremost library 
workers. 

James Ingersoll Wyer, former president 
of the American Library Association, and 
since 1908 director of the New York State 
Library, started his business career as bank 
cashier, but having served as assistant in 
the Public Library at Minneapolis (that 
cradle of A. L. A. presidents) while a 
student at the University of Minnesota, 
was led to take up librarianship as his life 
work. He entered the Library School at 
Albany in 1897, and after getting his 
B. L. S. was appointed head of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska Library, there becoming 
professor of bibliography, as well as trustee 
of the Lincoln Public Library and president 
of the Nebraska Library Commission. In 


1906 he was called to Albany as reference 
librarian and vice-director of the Library 
School. 

In 1919 the honorary degree of Pd. D. 
was bestowed upon him by the New York 
State College. Dr. Wyer has written much 
for professional journals on library topics. 
He has compiled the Annual Bibliography 
of Education from 1899 to 1907, and a 
Bibliography of the Study and Teaching of 
History. He also published ‘‘United States 
Government Documents.’’ He was secre- 
tary of the A. L. A., 1902-09, and has for 
years taken a most active interest in its 
work, as well as maintaining the high 
standard of the New York State Library 
School. We first made his acquaintance 
in 1898. We were planning the A. L. A. 
exhibit arrangement at a little deserted 
chapel at Chautauqua Lake. Our carpenter 
had with difficulty crowded in enough 
benches and wall fixtures to accommodate 
the wealth of material sent to the Confer- 
ence by many publishers. Then two young 
men arrived from Albany with five large 
packing cases — enough books, maps, 
and bulletins to fill the entire space — 
and quietly informed us that they were 
sent by Mr. Dewey to arrange the Albany 
exhibit. These youths were tall and strong- 
looking; arbitration was the only thing in 
order for a small person. So we three 
divided up the space anew, and all was 
serene. The two youths were J. T. Jennings, 
now president of the A. L. A., and J. I 
Wyer, Jr., the subject of this sketch. We 
are glad to give our subscribers this excellent 
photograph of him. 


SUBSCRIPTION SUBTLETIES 


‘Expiration notices” are one of the easiest 
things a magazine publisher does, and it’s a 
habit with him in December, even if he has 
been paid, and he gives various excuses 
when we protest. One magazine has just 
written us that its “new help’ made new 
cards for Public Library, Detroit, and Public 
Library, Grand Rapids, failing to find the 
old cards (which were under the name of 
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the city). Detroit Public Library had 
expired, but Public Library, Detroit, was 
entered as a new subscriber. Another New 
York publisher of a magazine taken in every 
library calmly explained dozens of notices 
that had been sent to our subscribers, as 
mailed because it was impossible in the 
rush season to keep the bookings up-to-date. 
He evidently thought it better to send out 
due bills to all subscribers on the principle 
that those who had paid would disregard 
them, but the subscribing librarian has had 
sO many sad experiences he worries when a 
notice is received, for how can he know his 
agent is not also swamped, and a number 
missed is sometimes a loss irretrievable. 
Here are a few easy mistakes: Southern 
Branch, University of California, Los Ange- 
les, confused with University of Southern 
California, Los Angeles; Public Library, 
Toledo, Iowa, confused with Public Library, 
Toledo, Ohio; Ohio State Library, Columbus, 
Ohio, and Ohio State University Library, 
Columbus, Ohio; Public Library, Kansas 
City, Kansas, and Public Library, Kansas 
City, Missouri. Then we all know Iowa 
State Library, Des Moines, and Iowa State 
College Library, Ames, and Iowa State 
Teachers’ College Library, Cedar Falls, and 
State University of Iowa, Iowa City. 
Really, eternal vigilance is needed, and 
extra help in the rush season have it not. 
One may install a “‘fool-proof’’ system of 
checking, but some of the green help are 
not fools — and the system breaks down. 

Two or more subscriptions to one address 
is a sure source of trouble, but send in one 
order, and later try to start a second sub- 
scription to the same magazine, and you will 
almost always get your first one extended 
another year. We say on our order in 
three places, ‘‘This is copy No. 2. Do 
not confuse with a subscription already 
running. This means 2 copies each month 
fromnowon.” And yet we get an extension 
of No. 1 and must wait before we find it 
out until our customer calls us to time for 
failure. 

So ‘Faxon Service’ is being perfected 
as we gain experience, and we feel sure our 
customers appreciate our efforts. 


DO NOT OVERLOOK 


Attention is again called to No. 29 in our 
Useful Reference Series — “Shakespearean 
Oracles,’’ by Beza Boynton Kaiser, with an 
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introduction by Azariah S. Root, librarian 
of Oberlin College. A number of large 
public libraries have purchased this in 
quantity for use in the branches as well as 
at the main library. The volume is quite 
unique and has a place distinctly its own 
in spite of the great wealth of Shakespeare 
material elsewhere available. 

It is a collection of the most quotable 
short sayings from the great dramas, 
designed especially as a handbook for public 
speakers, debaters, and writers. Mrs. Kaiser 
is a past president of the Women’s Press 
Club of Cleveland and a life-long student 
of Shakespeare. 

The book is in three parts: I, Proverbs; 
II, Familiar Quotations; III, Epithets, 
Expletives, and Catch Phrases. This last 
section is indeed unique and extremely 
interesting; in fact quite a revelation of 
our indebtedness to the great dramatist 
for many catch-phrases of today. 

A useful index is added. The book has 
special value not only to the person trying 
to identify a quotation, but to the one who 
needs something apropos to quote on a 
special occasion. It is a splendid gift-book 
for college graduates and high school seniors. 


MAGAZINE NOTES 


Architecture, London, is the journal of the Society 
of Arehitects, and is now about a year and a half old. 
It is edited on lines quite different from the regular 
Architectural Journal, and its wood-cuts are most 
attractive. It is unfortunate that a title exactly 
like that of an American magazine was chosen. 
Number 15 is January, 1924. 12 shillings a year. 


Building Age and The Builders’ Journal. There is 
more building construction being done today than 
at any other time in the history of the United States. 
There is therefore unusual interest in building 
journals, and Building Age and The Builders’ Journal, 
a standard authority on building construction, now 
in its forty-sixth year of publication, will be found 
valuable to all libraries. It is published monthly; 
retail price, 35c. per copy; yearly subscription, $2.00. 


Current History, no. 1, Dec. 12, 1914, had at least 
three editions, and we have noticed that the original 
issue carries a portrait of Christobel Pankhurst, full 
length, showing the lady examining the perioaicals 
and newspapers on some Paris street stall. In the 
third edition the portrait is from a_ cabinet photo- 
graph, head and shoulders only. Evidently Miss 
Christobel was not pleased with the reproduction of a 
snapshot, and sent the editor a ‘‘good picture.” 


Living Age. A moral tale. There is Living in 
Nnw England a spinster of that uncertain Age 
wsuch those born in 1844 adopt. She lives in Boston 
in the exclusive Back Bay. Now ‘Living’ was 
unusually well preserved for one of her years and she 
was, above all, up-to-date. Alas! she looked with 
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envy on those flapper magazines who bobbed their 
pages and did not think it nice to open flat as did 


their grandmothers. So, without consulting her 
friends, ‘‘Livi’’ had her title and index bobbed, and so 
short did the herpicure make it that it could no 
longer be seen at all. Well, such a protest you never 
heard from her friends far and wide. Some even 
cut her name from the list of those on their visitin 
list. She found that her set would not tolerate suc 
a fright as she looked. So she had made a false title 
and index and will in future wear it when calling on 
those who demanded of her this attention to the 
proprieties. So if you see her coming without the 
proper finishing touch to her dress, send her home to 
get and put on the little ‘‘t. p. & i.’’ she has had 
made, all out of her own hair. |Ed. note: vols. 318 
and 319 now have titles and indexes should you care 
to write for them.] 


Sketch Book and Brochure Series. A new archi- 
tectural and art pictorial has been started in New 
York, being, according to the publisher, ‘“‘a continua- 
tion in amplified form, of the Brochure Series’ which 
was published as an octavo from Jan. 1895, to Dec. 
1903, 9 vols. in all. This present magazine is quarto 
in size, and each monthly issue is to cover some 
special field. November, 1923, was Italian; Decem- 
ber was English; etc. Eachissue is separately paged, 
and the curious thing about the periodical is that no 
volume number is given. We cannot know whether 
November, 1923, is the initial issue or not. $6.00 
per year. 


Survey has in its Jan. 1, 1924, issue repeated the 
pages of December 15th, and so requests all librarians 
to go through vol. 51, no. 7 (Jan. 1, 1924) and mark 
pages 305 to 364 as ‘306 bis,” ‘306 bis,” etc. This 
plan will be followed in the index to the volume. 
The publisher lays the error to a ‘‘new member of the 
staff,’ and hopes his library patrons will forgive the 
blunder. They do forgive, but few, we imagine, 
will take the trouble to make the changes requested. 
Life is so short, you know! 


World Today, London, is the new title of World's 
Work, London, which changed its name witk Decem- 
ber, 1923. A great improvement over the identical 
name of an American magazine, which it has borne 
hitherto, though at one time the title was slightly 
varied to “‘World’s Work and Play.” 


NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 


CANNON, CARL L. Journalism, a bibliography. 
We are delighted that this important subject has at 
last such a very comprehensive bibliography. All 
newspaper men and students of journalism will find 
this work invaluable, covering as it does the whole 
field — as far as the English language offers. The 
compiler has arranged his material by subjects, 
with a very full author index. The issue of the book 
by the New York public library assures a clear 
typography, and is a fine example of printing.

CANNONS, H. G. T. Classified guide to 1,700 
annuals, directories, calendars, and year books. 


This book seems very full as far as England and her 
colonies are concerned, but lacking much from an 
American point of view. We are grateful to the 
author for bringing out so inclusive a list for English 
reference work, but we can’t imagine his never having 
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heard of the “‘ Engineering Index,” though we forgive 
him his failure to include ‘‘Dramatic Index’ or 
“Annual Magazine Subject-Index.’’ Under ‘City 
Directories” we note that the only ones worthy of 
inclusion for the United States are Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, and St. Louis. 
Under ‘‘ United States Biography”’ we find ‘Papers, 
Biographical Society of America,’’ which we suspect 
is a little joker, and is neither annual or anything but 
Bibliographical. But then, the book does not claim to 
be inclusive, nor does the compiler regard it as 
perfect. The arrangement is by the Dewey decimal 
numbers, with an alphabetical subject index and a 
title index. A new edition is promised in 1926.

CLIFFORD, WILLIAM. Bibliography of museums 
and museology. The bibliography covers a field 
hitherto almost untouched, and will be found most 
useful to all interested in museums, and anxious to 
know what they have done in their particular field. 
The chapters cover: Bibliography; Organization, 
Administration and arrangement; Scope and func- 
tions; Museum construction; Special museums; 
Periodicals. An index closes the volume.

HICKS, FREDERICK C. Materials and methods 
of legal research, with bibliographical manual. 
This book is an all-inclusive guide to the law by a 
master-hand. It represents a vast work of compila- 
tion, and is the outgrowth of eight years’ study and 
teaching of legal research and legal bibliography. 
There are three parts to the work: I, Books as a 
means of legal research; II, Law Libraries and their 
service in legal research; III, A bibliographical 
manual. To give a slight idea of the comprehensive- 
ness of this work of 625 pages, we may pick at random 
the following chapters and lists: — Legal dictionaries; 
Legal encyclopaedias; Digests; Law libraries, with 
a bibliography; A general legal bibliography; British 
and American law reports. Very complete lists of 
legal abbreviations; of legal periodicals, English 
and American; of American, English, Irish, Scotch, 
and Canadian law reports. Then there is an 
important chapter on the arrangement of material 
in law books; another on the art of legal research. 
We believe that no law library, no law teacher, no 
student of legal matters, can afford to be without 
this valuable treatise. 


[Among the many books listed, we may remark that the

We have received one of ‘‘Lippincott’s Home 
Books” series, just issued, that we believe should be 
called to the attention to all librarians. 

Miss Annie I. Robertson, teacher of home eco- 
nomics in the Hartford Public High School has com- 
piled a ‘‘Guide to literature of home and family life, 
a classified bibliography for home economics with use 
and content annotations.’’ It lists the contents of 
books selected from 5,000 volumes which the com- 
piler has reviewed. It lists bulletins and pamphlets 
which seem of permanent value. Magazine articles 
are not included, but a very valuable classified list of 
magazines having material on the home is given, 
with prices, periodicity, and helpful critical anno- 
tations. Many trade journals are listed. There 
are 15 chapters or divisions in her subject arrange- 
ment, and the book contains 284 double-column pages, 
with full indexes.

We want all 
those interested in the drama to know about this, 
because it was compiled with great care and accuracy 
by the Copyright Office, and includes over 60,000 
titles, although in about one-third of these the 
title only has been filed for copyright, and the com- 
pleted work never received during the period from 
1870 to July, 1909. Since that time no copyright 
is possible without the deposit of a copy of the work, 
either printed or in manuscript. A complete author 
index completes the work.

INTRODUCTION 


A score of years ago few critics of the drama would have thought it worth their while to keep an eye on 
the long road from Moscow to Broadway. Today the Anglo-Saxon student of the drama, the American play- 
goer, and the critic of the modern theatre look with interest toward Petrograd and Moscow. 

If this is the Age of Transition in drama, as Mr. Isaac Goldberg has styled it, there is no body of artists 
who have indicated a greater number of new paths worthy to be followed than the Russian dramatists and 


the great Russian theatrical managers. 


The struggle away from the commercialized theatre in Europe and America was begun a number of years 


ago by Max Reinhardt and Mr. Gordon Craig. 


It is only in the last ten years that the opponents of that 


theatre, the Art and Little Theatre, have found their popular place in the hearts of Anglo-Saxon playgoers. 
This - the great service which Stanislavsky and his Moscow Art Players have performed outside of their own 
country. 

It is in recognition of that service that this bibliography has been prepared. It is intended as an aid to 
those students of the Contemporary Drama and to theatrical technicians who may wish to study the significance 
of the Russian genius in play-writing and in stagecraft. The bibliographic material has been arranged through- 
out in such form as was judged most convenient by the compiler. A chronological arrangement has been 
followed in listing the articles in the first half of the bibliography, on Russian Stagecraft, the Moscow Art 
Theatre, etc., as only by this device could the developmental aspect of the subject be clarified. 1n that portion 
devoted to the individual dramatists and their works, with criticism of both, a strictly alphabetical arrange- 
ment has been followed as, on the contrary, likely to be the most usable. 

Careful selection has been attempted in compiling the bibliography, both in the determination of those 
dramatists worthy of inclusion and in the decision as to critical material of sufficient weight for inclusion.
